For not long was she a “stranger in a 
strange land,’’ for there was a magnetism 
about her that drew around her many 
friends, and most sincerely was she ap- 
preciated—her very soul looked at you 
through her bright eyes, and her cheery 
voice would lift you above the sorrows 
of earth. 

A beautiful feature of her funeral was 
that every one present was a loving 
friend, the lovely floral offerings that 
covewd her casket attested the apprecia- 
timp of friends, and when the gentle 
Straims of music fell upon the ear there 
was not a dry eye among those present, 
who realized that, though “asleep in 
Jesus,’’ it was a sleep from which there 
would be no awaking on this earth. 

AS we watch the “eye of day” as it 
gently sinks to rest, so we have seen our 
bright young friend “fade as a summer 
Cloud away.” But as the gorgeous sun 
calmly sinks from sight and leaves its 
rosy hues long after the orb has disap- 
peared, so in the darkness of our sorrow 
from our loss will the rosy hues of tts 
beautiful life permeate our own, and its 
radiance will ever linger in our. hearts.

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Like a bombshell the news fell upon the 
Southern Association yesterday that Evans- 
ville was about to give up the ghost, and 
at first there were none who cared to take 
any stock in the story. 

But before the evening was over it .was 
well known around the circuit that Evans- 
ville was playing the pauper act, through 
Beard, the manager, and that unless some- 
thing was done to please the manager of 
the Indian team Beard and his men would 
not carry out the games they are sched- 
uled to play in Nashville at the cloge of the 
season. 

By the schedule made at the last meeting 
of the association in Montgomery and Mo- 
bile the Montgomery team was required to 
go to Evansville after finishing the geries 
in Atlanta, and then home for a close 
with Mobile. It has been well known for 
some time past that the Evansville team 
was not drawing any big crowds at home, 
and Tip O'Neill, who is now in charge of 
the Montgomery team, has long had doubts 
about making the run from Atlanta to 
Evansville for the next three games. But 
last evening after the game with the At- 
lantas O’Neill bought a ticket for his team 
to Evansville, and was ready to leave on 
the train which pulled out at 8 o’clock last 


night. 

But before the train went away the wires 
began working words about the condition 
of the Evansville team. The first message 
was from President Holt, of the Mont- 
gomery team, and it was addressed to Man- 
ager O'Neill. It informed O’Neill that the 
Evansville team was in a shaky condition, 
and adyised him not to take his team to 
that city, but to bring it home. No one 
could understand what the message meant 
at first, as it was thought that Evansville 
would not fall down when the season was 
over except six games. It seems, however, 
that during the day yesterday Manager 
Beard, of the Evansvilles, wired to Presi- 
dent Nicklin, of the association, that un- 
less the association gave the Evansville 
team $400 that that team would disband. 
President Nicklin did not know whether 
the Evansville team really needed the mon- 
ey or whether it was a bluff Beard was 
putting up for $400. However, he thought 
it better to notify the Montgomery people, 
who would be the heaviest losers. As Pres- 
ident Nicklin did that he advised the mana- 
ger of the team in Atlanta to ask if Evans- 
ville would make the guarantee good before 
he left for that city. That telegram and 
the one from Mr. Holt reached O’Neill 
about the same time, and they came just 
as he and his team were in the act of leav- 
ing the Markham house for the union de- 
pot. Naturally the two messages caused 
him to hesitate, and now the Montgomery 
team is in Atlanta awaiting developments. 

But while Beard was carrying all of this 
in his mind and was working it out with 
President Nicklin over the wires he was 
making a claim for a game from the Mont- 
gomery team because that team did not 
appear on the grounds. 

That’s more like Stallings than it is like 
Beard. 

Just what the result wil] be remains to be 
seen, but the indications are that it will 
have no effect on the race for the pennant 
in the Southern Association. 

That Atlanta, Nashville, Mobile and New 
Orleans will play until the end: of the 
Season there can be no doubt. Mobile is 
here now and it 4s cheaper for Whistler to 
play the games than it is for him to move 
his men on home. New Orleans is in Nash- 
ville and will play out the series there and 
will stop in Atlanta on their way home be- 
cause it is cheaper than to g0 on through 
home. That will give Atlanta three games 
with both teams, to say nothing about the 
deferred games, while Nashville will have 
no more games unless the Evansville team 
wili meet Stallings in that town. 

But before going to Nashville for the 
three games the Ewansville team will have 
to play three games with Montgomery, and 
to get those games Beard will have to 
assure the Montgomery team of its guaran- 
tee. Beard can’t claim the games because 
the Montgomery team don’t show up be- 
cause President Nicklin has his telegrams 
poy that he is a pauper at the hands

TAX RATE FIXED. 


Comptroller Wright and Govenor At- 
Kinson Fix Next Vear’s Rate. 

Comptroller Wright has fixed the new 
tax rate for the next year, and it has been 
approved by ‘Governor Atkinson. 

The total tax will be 4.56 mills, an in- 
crease in the rate of last year brought on 
by the big slump in values. Last year the 
tax rate was 4.37 mills. 

The general tax for the ensuing year 
has been placed at 2.80 mills; 1.50 mills will 
be levied for school purposes and .26 of a 
mill set aside for a sinking fund. 

This rate is much higher than that of 
former years. The increase was forced by 
the general decrease in values through- 
out tke state. 

County Tax Receiver Stewart was seen 
in his office yesterday and when asked 
what he thought of the increase in rate 
said that he did not know just what 
would be the result of the raise on the tax- 
payers. 

“I do not think,” said (Mr. Stewart, “that 
it will have the tendency of increasing the 
number of delinquents over former years. 
It is the highest rate that has ever been 
made, yet it must be remembered that 
the decrease in tax values is very much 
larger than heretofore. The increase in 
rate will just about make up for the de- 
crease in returns. 

“Fulton county now pays almost one- 
eighth of the taxes of the entire state. 
The increase im the rate is partially re- 
sponsible for this statement, and then, too, 
the decrease in othér counties brings up 
the sum total. There has as yet been no 
raisé in the county rate, so far as I know. 
I cannot say whether this rate will be 
raised or not.”

- McElveen’s latest transaction took place 
in Parsons, Kan., on Wednesday of last 


_ week, in which piace he succeeded in get- 
j ting a forged check cashed, made payable 


to G. B. Everett, of G. B. Hyverett & Co., 
the well known grain firm of this city. Mc- 
Elveen is said to have represented himself 
as G. B. Everett, and on the credit of that 
firm obtained $50.50 from a well known 
grain firm in Parsons on a forged check 
or draft signed by another grain firm in 
the west. 

The forgery was discovered the following 
day, but before the victims could have Mc- 
Elveen apprehended he had gone. A Te 
ward of $50 for his arrest was offered by 
the firm, the language of the reward call- 
ing for the arrest and detenjon of G. B. 
Everett, of Atlanta, it being supposed by 
the Parsons people that McElveen was in 
reality Everett, so smoothly did he work 
his littie scheme, in which he had become 
proficient, 

Several cards offering a reward of $50 for 
the arrest of the man representing himself 
as G. B. Everett were received in Atlanta 
a day-or two ago, Mr. Everett himself be- 
ing the recipient of a card offering a re- 
ward for his own arrest on a charge of for- 
gery. The receipt of those cards, which 
were printed and sent all over the country 
by the city marshal of Parsons, brought to 
light the details of McElveen’s career since 
his departure from Atlanta, 

Was a “High Roller” Here. 

The uownfall of McElveen dates back 
about two years ago, at which time he was 
what is commonly called a “high roller” 
in this city. He was one of the best known 
and most popular young men in the city 
and stood high in social circles. He came 
from one of the best families in the state 
and had every advantage and prestige in 

is chosen field. 

He was for some time engaged in the 
grain brokerage business and in other pur- 
suits and had he confined himself to legit- 


imate rules’ he would have undoubtedly 4 


made a success in any of the lines which 
he followed. He was shrewd, but his dare- 
devil nature cropped out in his transac- 
tions, and about fifteen months ago he left 
Atlanta for other parts. after leaving At- 
lanta he was next heard of at Brunswick, 
Ga., where he re-entered the grain broker- 
age business under the firm name the Mc- 
Elveen Commission Company, his brother, 
J. B. McElveen, being the company of the 
business. 

His career in Brunswick was short but 
decidedly lively. It is said that he soon ex- 
hausted his credit in the city by the sea 
and was compelled to leave there to evade 
serious trouble. He was next heard from 
in Jacksonville, Fla., where he again en- 
tered the commission ®usiness and again 
had to leave on short notice. 

The Beginning of It. 

McElveen remained in those cities only a 


few months and was next thheard of at 


Sherman, Tex. At, that place, it is charged. 
he called on Pittman Harrison, one of 
the largest grain dealers in Texas, and 
Tepresented himself as being G. B. Pverett, 
of Atlanta. He made himself known as 
representing the G. B. Fverett Grain Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, stating that He was in 
the west purchasing flour, corn.and grain 
for his firm. He was well received by the 
dealers in Sherman and on the strength 
of Mr. Everett’s credit obtained a sum of 
money on a forged check, leaving the city 
immediately. 

That was the: first crooked transaction 
attributed to McEP}veen in which he ‘used 
Mr. Everett’s name, but it was not the 
Aast, by any means, it is said. Others fol- 
lowed in rapid succession and it was a 
fegular thing for reports of McElveen's 
actions to be received by Mr. Everett in 
Atlanta. Each time the victimized firms 
were promptly telegraphed that the man 
was a fraud and every effort to bring 
McElveen to justice was made without 
Success yntil he arrived in Baltimore. 

His Tour of the West. 

After leaving Sherman, Tex., McElveen 
went to Little Rock, Ark., where he re- 
Peated-his representation as being G. B. 

tt, and at the latter place obtained 
money on another check, it is claimed. 

From Little Rock he went to Kansas City, 

*0., and to Leavenworth, Kan., at which 
paces he again worked his game success- 
fully. From Leavenworth he went to 
Chicagé: and victimized merchants’ and 
Others of that city in the same manner.

was placed in jail at Baltimore and remain- 
ed there nearly two months, being finally 
released on the payment by his people of 
the amount he was charged with having ob- 
tained, 

Represented Himself as His Brother. 

When McElveen succeeded in getting out 
of jail at Baltimore he went to Kentucky, 
where he remained in comparative hsola- 
tion for several months. He was not heard 
from between December of last year and 
August of this, when he turned up in Mat- 
toon, Ill, where he represented himself as 
G. W. McElveen, of the firm of G. B. Ev- 
erett & Co., and where he bought five car- 
loads of white corn to be shipped to At- 
lanta, getting his check cashed before leav- 
ing Mattoon, as usual. He bought the 
corn from the Mattoon roller mills, and 
was about to shf the five carloads when 
the forgery was discovered. 

G. B. Everett & Co., of Atlanta, were 
telegraphed of the man’s action in buying 
corn for that firm, but before a message 
could be got to Mattoon, denouncing Mc- 
Elveen, or the man representing himself 
as G. W. McEiveen, as a fraud, he had left 
the place for parts unknown. 

What Mr. Everett Says. 

Mr. G. B. Everett was seen at his office 
by a Constitution reporter yesterday, and 
when asked about the matter, said that he 
had not given it publicity on account of his 
connection with McElveen’s brother, Mr. 
G. W. McElveen, than whom there is no 
better citizen in the city. Mr. Everett said 
that he had been put to great annoyance 
by J. Randolph McElveen and that he had 
spent a large sum of money in telegraph- 
ing different parties that the man was a 
fraud. He was unable to understand why 
he had not been apprehended before, as his 
actions had gained considerable circulation 
among the grain dealers of the west,

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| Its Superb Facilities for Handling the 


Exposition Crowds, 
INTEND TO MONOPOLIZE THE TRACKS 


The Depot at Loyd Street Will Be Put 
Up in a Very Few Days~-Ample 
Arrangements Being Made. - 


The Southern has at last decided upon 
the plan for the handling of the visitors 
who go by its system out to the exposition 
grounds, and it is one of the most time- 
saving devices in the matter of railroading 
that has ever been determined upon in this 
section of the country. 

For some weeks past the question of the 
handling of the immense crowds tnat Will 
necessarily be carried by this road during 
the exposition has been subject to much 
deliberation and the company has at last 
hit upon an arrangement that will simplify 
the matter even to the minutest detail. 

On account of the large crowds that are 
expected the matter of hauling the 
people has been a serious one and it 
is safe to say that the arrangements as de- 
cided upon will amply meet the demands 
of even a greater patronage than bas been 
counted dn. 

There will be erected out at the expos:.tion 
grounds within a few feet of the Southern 
railway building a shed 350 feet long for 
the reception of passengers, This shed will 
be provided with three platforms, two lead- 
ing to the grounds from the cars atid ene 
wide enough to accommodate the filling of 
two trains at a time. 

The arrangements are such thet all ar- 
riving at the grounds will leave ihe trains 
by the outside platforms ani those wishing 
to return to Atlanta will take the certer 
platform leading to the out-going tra’ns 
on either track. 

This is done for the purpose cf avoiding 
any accident and also for the better dis- 
patch of trains, running as they will upon 
a schedule of the most even regularity 
and rapid succession. | 

There will be double tracks ott to the 
grounds thus affording the most rapii ser- 
vice and eliminate all danger trom acti- 
dents. Beside the new tracks will be equip- 
ped with the Hell electric signai system, 
which has been Cound to work admirably, 
and thé schedule adopted will permit of the 
free passage of tra‘ns in the course of the 
rush of business without interruption. 

Out at the exposition grounds there will 
be stationed between the tracks a relay 
engine that when the incoming tra‘n has 
been emptied will be attached and the train 
ready for its return to the city, thus losing 
no time in the coupling and uncouping of 
the cars. 

At Loyd street, where the starting point 
will be, there will also be a shed of the 
same dimensions as the one to be erected 
at the grounds, 350 feet’ in length, and the 
Same arrangement of tracks will be intro- 
duced. A relay engine will also be placed 
at this point and the trains moved with 
the same rapidity as at the grounds. 

It has been found by close connection 
that the trip to the grounds and back can 
be made in just ‘thirty mitnutes. Ten min- 
utes each.way and ten minutes for the 
loading and unloading of tye train and 
the attaching of the relay engines. The dis- 
tance by the road is something above four 
miles and when the hauling ¢¢ such crowds 
is taken into consideration it is fast time. 

if necessary the number of trains can be 
increased and the capacity of the road per 
day is estimated at one hundred thousand. 

The system to be used is precisely the 
same as is used on the elevated systems of 
New York and Chicago. There will be 
gates leading ‘at differént léciitidns to the 
trains and tickets will be depagited in 
boxes and passage gained to tlie trains. 
When once on the trains the gates are 
locked and no stop will be made until the 
terminus at the exposition grounds bas 
been reached. 

There have been built in the shops of the 
Southern fifty cars of an attractive de- 
sign similar to the summer cars used on 
the street railroads of the country with 
the exception that they are to hold ninety- 
six passengers comfortably and each aisle 
is to be locked by a gate at the start and 
be opened at the terminus. 

The cars will bear the words on their 
sides: “Southern, Atlanta Exposition” and 
will be painted in red and contrasting color. 

The cars will be in charge of two train- 
men whose duty it will be to unlock the 
aisles when the termini are reached and 
these aisles are locked by a lever at the end 
of the cars. 

There will be no side platforms on the 
cars but the platforms of the two terminal 
Stations will be built so as to be on a level 
with the floors of the cars, thus avoiding 
all possibility of accidents. me 

It was at first thought that the northern 
trains of the Southern would have to be 
taken around the city and either brought 
to the union station or unloaded at the old 
station at West Mitchell street, but this 
has been obviated by the above arrange- 
ment and the trains from the north will 
come in as usual at the union station. 

From the advantages presented mm the 
above solution of the question of the traffic 
out to the exposition grounds it would cer- 
tainly seem that the road had hit upon a 
plan that would avoid many if not all the 
objections that arose when the question of 
the building of the road out to the grounds 
was first agitated.

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The Heavy Rains of Late Have Caused 
Considerable Damage. 


COTTON AND CORN BOTH SUFFERING 


The Weather Man Tells the Story of the 
Heavy Rains as It Bears Upon the 
Growing Crops. 


The crop bulletin is not very encouraging 
this week. 


Complaints have been received from all 


parts of the state showing that the cotton 
crop has suffered materially on account of 
the heavy rains. 

Even the corn crop, which has heretofore 
withstood the assault of the floods, is begin- 
ning to show signs of weakening. 
rains continue to pour down the damage 
to the crops will amount to a general dis- 
aster. 

The following is the report for the week 
as it comes from the weather bureau: 

“Too much ra.n is reported from all por- 
tions of the state. Cotton continues to 
shed badly, and there is also an increase of 
rust. The bolls are opening rapidly, and 
in some localities prematurely. Corn on 
bottom lands has also suffered from the 
rains and a large portion of the fodder 
crop has been injured and a considerable 
amount totally ru.ned. Minor crops and 
vegetables are in a flourishing condition. 

Northwest Section; 

“In the northwest section the temperature 
has been about normal during the past 
week, with an excess of rainfall in most 
locaiities. These condit.ons have been un- 
favorable to cotton, causing a rank growth 
of the weed, some rust and much shedding. 
It has been tavorable to late corn, except 
in the low bottoms where the crop has 
been injured by flooding. The largest por- 
tion of the crop is now made. Farmers 
have been able to save very little fddder 
and dry weather is now desired for this 
purpose. ihe wet weather has caused 
sorghum to grow rapidly. A high wind 
which passed over kloyd county on the 
49th did considerable damage by blowing 
down corn and sorghum. 

North Section. 


“The past seven days in the northern 


counties of the state igive been warm and | 


rainy. The continuous rain has caused cot- 
ton to shed badiy. Everything else seems 
to be in better condition than they were 
last week. Very little fofider has been 
saved, but it is expected that pulling will 
bécome general during the present week. 
Sorghum making :s now the order of the 
day. Corn is in good condition, except in 
low bottom lands, where it has had too 
much moisture. 


Northeast Section. 


“Reports received from the northeastern 
counties show that there has been an ample 
Supply of rainfall in that part of the state; 
in tact, too much for cotton and some low 
land crops. Cotton is shedding badly and 
numerous planters report rust. As a result 
of the frequent showers fodder pulling has 
been delayed and a large quantity of this 
important forage has rotted in the fields. 
Corn has, as a rule, been uninjured, except 
where fiooded on bottom lands. Vegetables 
have improved under the influence of a 


plentiful supply of moisture. 


West Section. 


“In the western counties the frequent 
rains have been unfavorable for the ad- 
vancement of cotton. it has caused a rap- 
id growth of the plant, suedding and con- 
The cotton is opening fast 
in fields affected by rust. The early corn

“‘In the central counties of the state the 
past week was not very favorable, owing 
to the prevalence of cloudy weather and 
rain. The wet weather retarded fodder 
pulling and caused cotton to take on a 
very rank growth and shed some of the 
young forms. In some places cotton is 
opening very rapidly and picking-will com- 
mence in earnest in a few days. There is 
no change in the condition of corn from 
last wetk. Turti ps are beginning to grow 
and the stands are reported as generally 
good. All minor crops are in.very good 
condition. 

East Section. 


“In the eastern counties the past week 
Mas not been a favorable one for crops, ex- 
cept vegetables. The growth and develop- 
ment of cotton has been retarded by fre- 
quent, and in many cases, heavy rains. 
it is opening and a few farmers are al- 
ready picking the fleecy stapk:. Some rust 
and sheuding is reported. Fodder pull-ng 
has prowressed but slowly and a large aquan- 
tity of fedder has been ruined by too much 
moistur®, Corn, cane and peas have not 
deteriorated during the week. Rice has 
improved greatly. 

Southwest Section. 


‘“‘As was the case in many other parts of 
the state, rains have been too frequent, 
and generally too heavy for most crops. 
While vegetables have, as a rule, improved, 
cotton has not made any rap d stride to- 
ward maturity. A few fields of the fleecy 
Staple are, however, ready for picking, but 
considerable rust and shedding is com- 
plained of. Wet weather has caused po- 
tato vines to run too long. Rice has im- 
proved with an ample supply of rainfail 
Gardens, aiso, have improved sl ghtly. The 
fruit crop has almost all been gathered, ex- 
cept the late varieties. 

South Section. 


“There has been too much rain 
southern section of the state, and the cot- 
ton crop has been damaged thereby. The 
plant continues to throw off its fruit; it is 
opening fast and farmers are busy p.cking. 
Fodder has about all been harvested. Corn 
crops are generally good—all minor crops 
are in very good condition. Fall vegetabies 
are now being sown, 

Southeast Section. 


“Except in the extreme eastern counties, 
wher but a few light showers have fallen, 
rain has been excessive in the southeast 
section. In Tatnall county hillside farms 
weré much damaged by being badly 
washed. The conditions have been slightly 
unfavorable to cotton, causing it to shed 
leaves and fruit. Rice that is heading is 
showing a little blight; some fields are be- 
ing harvested. Fodder pulling is nearly 
finished. The rains have been favorable for 
all root crops.”’
